It may safely be assumed that, if this 
rule of destruction continues, a com- 
paratively few years will sutlice to ex- 
terminate the African speck's of ele- 
phant." 


The assumption Is. fortunately

the world at large, quite incorrect.

a matter of tact, our imports average 
about the same, year by year, 
but 


there Is a. very Important factor whlelv 
the Indian authority just quoted has 
evidently 
overlooked—namely,

most of the ivory that we receive is 
technically known as dead ivory, that 
Is, tusks that have been taken from ele- 
phants long since dead and stored up 
in the interior of Africa. Of live ivory 
tusks taken from recently killed ani- 
mals we do not receive, comparatively 
speaking.

In this country cases broUK'ht by mem- 
bers, by widows of members and heirs 
of members of fraternal org-nnlxatioiis 
to compel those societies to pay sick 
benetlts or death awards. In the pusl 
many eases of this kind have been de- 
cided against the pc'tilloners becai.se 
they were based upon a niiuunderstand- 
UiK' or wllll'ii'l disregard of the rules o!1 
the oi'KunlKiitluns assailed. A decision 
somewhat of this kind has Jiis-i been 
rendered by Judge 
1011.«worth In lids 


city. 
At the time of his death a. nv.il1- 


rled man was delinriuent In his dues. 
When he died his widow offered the de- 
linquent din-s and demanded the f^OOO 
death benellt. 
'the demand was ic- 
fused. The widow sued and lost. 


Another decision has just been rend- 


ered by the Supreme Court, which will 
be ot Interest to every reader of this 
department. 
It is the ease of 'Levy vs. the. Map- 


noll'ti lodge of Odd Fellows, and the 
following1 are tho substantial facts of 
'the ease: 
Levy was a thlrrl degree 


member of the order in 1S0.1. He claim- 
ed to have become sick and hence en- 
titled to sick bonctits from his lodge, 
whleh for a tune were paid. After Sev- 
ern! nioi.ths of payment the lodge re- 
fused to pay Levy further sick bene- 
fits upon the ground that he was not 
entitled 
thereto. 
Thereupon 
he de- 


manded that a commuter1 of the order 
be appointed to Investigate the matter 
in accordance with Us merits. 
Such 


committee was appointed, but T-,evy re- 
fused to meet It, and began suit In tho 
court against the lodge to recover the 
sick benellts which lie alleged were 
past 
due. 
Thereupon 
charges were 


lilod In the lodge against Levy, as its 
rules provided might be done, for Ills 
alleged vlilntlon of the rules arid regu- 
lations of thf> order, and he was regu- 
larly mimmondoil to appear. 
This he 
also refused to do, and he was accord- 
ingly expelled from 
the order. 
He. 


thereupon sought and obtained frem 
the lower court a writ of mandate to 
compel his restoration to membership. 
The Supreme Court has decided that 


'he wn« not entitled to the writ and that 
his exinilslon from theOrderof Odd Fel- 
lows having1 been accomplished in su-ic.t 
accordance with Us rules and regula- 
tions, IIP cannot be heard In the court 
to complain. The relation between such' 
unincorporated orders and their mem- 
bers Is strictly one of contract entered 
Into 111 writing at tho time the member 
Joins the lodpo and subscribes to Its 
rules mul regulations, and 1C he has 
thereby waived any legal rights, such 
as lh""i-lght of appeal from Us orders, 
hf must not be granted relief from his 
own voluntary contract by thi? courts, 
but must avail himself of the opportun- 
ities which the rules mid reputations of 
hli lodit-' afford for the prevention or 
redress"of any alleged injustice to him 
on part of the order Itself. It Is only 
after the member has pursued uniivall- 
ingly all of the niPfins provided by the 
laws of the order "or Hie redress of Ins 
wrongs that he may apply to tbe courts 
for the protection which he Is justly 
entitled, but which by fraud, mistake 
or rr.alloo has been denied him within 
the order itself.
